Holms  i — A  very  good  "three-quarter";  is  fast  and 
swerves  ;  would  be  more  dangerous  if  he  did  not  fumble  his 
''passes." 

Jackson — Played  "three-quarters"  in  the  early  part  of  the 
season  ;  is  not  so  good  in  this  position  as  at  "full-back"  ;  runs 
strongly  and  is  a  good  "tackle."

Pelly  i — "Full-back,"  is  a  splendid  "tackle,"  but  must 
learn  to  find  touch  with  either  foot ;  when  he  has  gained  a 
little  more  experience,  should  be  really  very  good. 

Tolmie — A  first-class  "forward";  splendid  in  "scrum" 
and  much   improved  in  the  "loose." 

Appleton — A  very  good  "forward"  ;  worked  hard  all  the 
time. 

Thurburn — Good  both  in  "scrum"  and  in  the  "loose" ; 
always  on  the  ball. 

Garrard — A  very  good  "forward"  ;  hard  worker  both  in 
and  out  of  the  "scrum." 

Corsan — A  splendid  "forward" ;  no  harder  worker  on  the 
team.

The  Company  has  been  doing  some  excellent  work  during 
the   last   two   months,   even   after   being   handicapped   by   the 
retirement  of  Lieut.  C.  J.  Holms  and  Sergts.  S.  G.  Corsan  and 
G.  Appleton. 

Owing  to  the  ability  of  our  Instructor,  Q.ALS.  Worth- 
ington, the  Corps  has  made  a  marked  improvement  m  every 
branch  of  their  training.  The  Company  Drill  has  been 
especially  good. 

The  skirmishing  could  be  better  if  taken  more  seriously. 
The   Ceremonial   Drill  on   the   last  occasion  was   particu- 
larly good. 

On  May  23rd  the  Corps  was  invited  to  parade  through 
the  town  to  Beacon  Hill  with  the  other  Corps  of  the  City. 
Although  not  a  very  big  Corps,  we  were  quite  as  smart  as 
any  Corps  represented  and  will  prove  ourselves  smarter  in 
the  coming  inspection.  The  company  paraded  at  9  and 
marched  into  place  at  10  exactly.  After  marching  through 
the  town  to  Beacon  Hill,  where  the  Corps  marched  past  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  column  of  route,  each  Com])any  salut- 
ing as  they  came  opposite  the  saluting  base. 

Remarks:  The  Corps  is  greatly  han(licap])ed  owing  to 
the  absence  of  Lieut.   Holms,  but  we  have  got  an  excellent 
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sul)stitnte  in  de  Pencier.  During  the  last  two  months  it  has 
l)econie  very  evident  that  the  Sergeants  are  much  more  effi- 
cient in  handling  their  Sections — this  is  especially  so  in  the 
case  of  Sergts.  Errington  and  Lennie,  who  have  only  been 
])romoted  a  short  time,  yet  are  doing  excellent  work  as  Ser- 
geants. 

In  the  "Ranks"  there  are  very  few  who  excel  over  the 
others,  and  these  are  not  so  good  as  to  be  worthy  of  mention — 
with  the  exception  of  Cpl.  Thurl^urn,  who  sets  an  example 
to  the  whole  Company  for  steadiness  and  keenness.  He  is 
undoubtedly  the  best  N.C.O.  in  the  Corps.

THE    WAR 


The  elemental  la^v  of  retribution  is  written  so  largely 
into  human  affairs  that  it  may  be  said  to  rank  as  a  permanent 
instinct.  An  instinct,  because  it  has  always  impelled  men  and 
nations  to  punish  evil  actions  without  regard  to  consequences, 
such  as  reason  might  urge;  a  permanent  instinct,  because  we 
see  no  immediate  reason  why  this  guiding  principle  will  be 
relinquished  by  mankind. 

In  conformity  with  this  law  we  saw  the  whole  British 
Empire  accept  the  challenge  to  combat  a  ruthless  enemy, 
whose  dominating  idea  was  that  "Might  is  Right." 

After  nearly  two  years  of  struggle  we  would  none  of  us 
have  had  the  choice  different.  The  very  ruthlessness  of  the 
enemy  only  inspires  us  with  greater  determination  "to  see 
this  thing  through."  This  latter  phrase,  which  rose  to  our 
lips  at  the  beginning,  was  the  spontaneous  outburst  of  the 
feeling  of  a  peoole  whose  reluctance  to  war  was  great,  whose 
anger  is  slow,  but  whose  determination  is  decisive. 

Today  we  have  again  received  a  re])ort  of  the  German 
Chancellor's  s^^eech.  He  tells  liis  people  it  is  useless  to  talk 
of  Deace.  He  claims  they  are  willing  to  fight  to  the  last.  He 
admits  the  privations,  l:>ut  affects  to  scorn  them.  In  reality 
his  speech  is  the  frenzied  utterance  of  a  speaker  who  sees 
retribution  awaiting  his  people. 

Undoubtedly,  as  the  Chancellor  admits,  they  know  the 
Jutland  sea  fight  was  no  defeat  for  P)ritain.  To  their  unspeak- 
able regret  they  recognise  that  the  w^ai  cannot  end  as  they 
would  wish.  No,  indeed !  The  grand  outburst,  prepared 
with  such  subtle  foresight  and  prodigious  care,  must  recoil 
on  its  instigators.  The  looting  of  neiohbors,  which  was  to 
be  so  easy,  has  found  France  adamant,  Russia  unflinching  and 
the  British  Empire  tenacious  with  a  tenacity  that  sj^ells 
hopelessness  for  all  Germany. 

AVhile  we  need  not  boast  unduly,  we  cannot  but  recall 
ho^v  the  enemy  jubilantly  set  forth,   chanting  the  war-cry  of 
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"\\^ill  to  Power."  A\'hen  we  recall,  too,  how  the  Chancellor 
said,  "Necessity  knows  no  law,"  we  cannot  bnt  wonder  how 
much  satisfaction  the  enemy  is  deriving  today  from  such 
specious  sophistry.  For,  after  all,  does  not  Germany  today 
realise  that  "\M11  to  Power"  is  merely  a  catch-])hrase.  The 
necessity,  which  knew  no  law,  is  now  a  necessity  which  rec- 
ognises the  limitation  of  will  power.  For  without  the  suprem- 
acy at  sea  Germany  must  eventually  cease  to  have  any  power 
to  will  otherwise  than  as  her  enemies  desire. 

Truly,  from  the  Chancellor's  s])eech  we  learn  that  Ger- 
many is  fighting  to  be  vanquished.  Her  back  is  to  the  wall, 
but  we  know  the  wall  must  give  way.  With  Lucifer's  pride 
she  despised  all  right  and  took  for  her  motto,  ''Evil,  be  thou 
my  good."  She  cannot  escape  the  old  law  of  sowing  and 
reaping.  She  has  sowed  discord  and  implacable  enmity 
through  the  world.     Hers  be  the  harvest. 

We  shall  have  no  wish  to  gloat  over  her  down-fall.  She 
will  recognise  only  too  late,  that  her  own  Schiller  was  right 
when  he  wrote : 

"Even  the  gods  fight  in  vain  against  folly." 

Her  Kaiser's  name  will  be  execrated  for  all  time  as  the 
name  of  a  man  who,  with  imperious  blindness,  led  his  people 
over  the  precipice  of  a  great  and  irremediable  catastrophe. 

For  the  Allies  there  will  be  the  perpetual  remembrance 
of  a  great  combat,  for  a  great  ])urpose,  with  a  great  triumph. 
The  blood-soaked  soil  and  death-sown  seas  will  ever  be 
prompting  us  to  persevere  in  the  course  of  highest  human 
endeavour. 

The  loss  of  the  great  soldier-statesman.  Earl  Kitchener — 
the  surrender  of  General  Townshend — the  losses  in  the  Jut- 
land battle — all  call  for  mention.  Our  brief  space  forbids  us 
to  do  more  than  remind  our  readers  that  the  Empire  is 
founded  on  deeds  of  sacrifice.  They  who  have  fallen  have 
fallen  that  Liberty  may  be  preserved  and  handed  on,  like  a 
torch,  from  generation  to  generation.  Ennol:)led  beyond  words 
is  the  memory  of  those  who  have  fallen  for  the  cause.  In  the 
distant  vista  of  the  future  we  proudly  imagine  we  see  the 
Empire  continuing  to  extend  the  beneficient  result  of  these 
heroic  sacrifices. 

The  pride  of  Empire  rests  on  the  nobility  of  character  of 
its  builders.  Though  humanity  is  frail,  there  is  nothing- 
through  the  whole  scale  of  Nature  more  sublime  than  the 
willing  sacrifice,  made  by  all  true  heroes,  for  the  honour  and 
glory  of  their  race. 

The  l)ritish  race  may  always  feel  ])ride  in  the  deeds 
acconij^lished  by  its  heroes.     Our  school  is  justifiably  proud 
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(^f  llie  iuinil)ers  it  has  trained  in  tlic  principles  of  true  sports- 
nianshi]),  which  a^ain  has  led  so  niany  old  hoys  to  see  the 
ris^ht  tiling-  and  do  it. 

The  ultimate  hope  of  the  lunpire  must  always  rest  in  its 
schools,  and  we  trust  our  school  will  ever  turn  out  boys 
worthy  of  those  predecessors  who  are  now  sharing  the  combaL 
so  manfully. 

We  may  be  pardoned  in  niaking  a  personal  appeal  to 
our  ])resent  boys  to  remember  that  school  is  really  only  a 
preparation  for  the  war  in  after-life.  If  they  continue  to  learn 
loyalty  whilst  here,  and  rally  round  their  leaders,  we  shall  be 
proud  of  them  later,  and  they  will  never  bring  shame  on  the 
School's  name. 

Our  conclusion  can  but  reiterate  that  the  cause  was,  and 
remains,  just.  For  I)elgium  and  Honour  we  entered  the  fray. 
The  scales  of  Justice  hang  evenly.  Adverse  phases  are  but 
the  swaying  of  the  balance.  In  the  end  Truth  and  Honour 
will  outweigh  all  unscrupulousness,  however  persistent  the 
enemy. 

The  Empire  will  emerge  with  imperishable  lustre.     Can- 
ada  and   the   sister   states   will    advance,   hand    in    hand   with 
Britain,  to  an  Imperial  Federation  of  all  the  British  people — 
a  federation  in  which  each  and  all  will  proudly  assert : 
"Civis  Britannicus  Sum."

THE   ARMOURED    CAR 

(M.  E.  Evans) 
From  behind  the  German  lines  rose  a  great  rattling  roar, 
and,  sweeping  round  a  bend  in  the  road,  came  a  huge,  ungainly 
shape,  charging  along  the  deserted  road  and,  dodging  the 
great  shell  craters,  it  came  straight  up  behind  the  German 
lines,  rumbled  across  a  rough  bridge  and  charged  straight 
into  "No  Man's  Land."  In  the  half  light  of  the  early  morn- 
ing the  great  grey  bulk  looked  some  monster  of  a  pre-historic 
age,  the  exhausts  breathing  fire  and  the  machine  guns  in  the 
turret  spitting  death  and  destruction  over  the  British  parapet. 
An  irregular  rattle  of  musketry  broke  from  the  British  lines, 
but  it  came  on  without  the  slightest  hesitation.  A  gasp  arc^se 
from  the  men  as  it  plunged  into  the  wire  entanglements,  rip- 
ping the  stout  wires  apart  on  huge  scythe-like  blades  which 
reached  from  the  turret  to  the  ground.  AA'hen  almost  on  top 
of  the  trench  it  turned  sharply,  racing  and  bumoing  along 
in  front  of  the  parapet,  the  machine  guns  firing  right  down 
on  the  astonished  men.  After  covering  about  half  a  mile  in 
this  manner  it  turned  again  and  ripped  its  way  back  through 
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the  wire,  crossed  another  l:)ridg"e  over  the  German  lines  and 
disappeared  in  the  first  gUnt  of  the  rising  sun. 

Second  Lieutenant  PhiHp  Ray  stood  and  stared  at  the 
road  bv  which  it  had  left,  but  he  quickly  remembered  him- 
self, and  turned  too  and  helped  with  the  dead  and  wounded. 
The  casualty  list  was  heavy,  over  fifty  men  were  dead  or 
"hors  de  combat." 

The  next  morning  it  a])peared  again  in  the  same  place; 
this  time  it  was  met  by  a  determined  fire  from  men  and 
machine  guns,  but  it  did  not  seem  in  the  least  deterred,  nor 
even  when  some  high  explosive  shells  started  to  throw  great 
columns  of  mud  around  it  did  it  alter  its  course.  The  victims 
were  not  nearly  so  many  as  on  the  previous  day,  but  if  this 
were  allowed  to  continue  the  elTect  on  the  morale  of  the  men 
would  soon  become  apparent. 

The  next  morning  Philip  and  his  chum  from  the  Engin- 
eers, likewise  a  junior  Lieutenant,  sat  in  a  comfortable  spot 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  machine,  and  they  were  not  dis- 
appointed. It  came  in  the  same  dashing  manner  and  went 
through  the  same  performance.  Philip  gave  full  sway  to  his 
disgusted  feelings  as  they  watched  the  shells  ploughing  up 
the  ground  around  it  and  listened  to  the  bullets  hum  as  they 
glanced  from  its  steel  sides.  Later,  as  they  walked  to  the 
little  restaurant  labelled  "Officers  only"  (for  which  privilege 
they  paid  an  extra  franc),  they  discussed  the  machine  and  the 
possible  means  of  its  destruction. 

For  a  week  after  the  third  attack  nothing  was  seen  or 
heard  of  the  machine,  but  later  rumours  drifted  in  of  great 
doings  on  the  French  front  further  south.  But  the  peace  was 
only  the  lull  before  the  storm,  and  it  came  back  to  start  a 
series  of  raids  that  put  the  rumours  forever  out  of  sight. 

Coming  morning  after  morning,  but  always  in  difi^erent 
places,  it  even  penetrated  the  lines,  and,  dashing  madly  along 
a  road,  would  blow  to  pieces  any  transports  it  happened  to 
meet,  and  riddle  with  bullets  the  houses  which  often  served 
as  Headquarters  and  Clubrooms.  At  last  the  Colonel,  boiling 
with  anger  at  the  destruction  of  his  iMllet,  offered  a  week's 
leave  and  a  very  substantial  reward  to  the  man,  or  men,  who 
would  destroy  it.  The  notice  was  duly  posted,  and  Philip, 
out  on  a  morning  stroll,  was  attracted  by  the  crowd ;  he  read, 
and  was  immediately  on  his  way  for  leave. 

He  had  noticed  that  in  the  evening  an  aeroplane  would 
cruise  up  and  down  above  the  trenches,  and  early  the  next 
morning  a  few  heavy  shells  would  thump  into  the  parapet, 
filling  the  trench  and  breaking  some  of  the  wire.  Pie  also 
noticed  that  this  always  happened  in  a  weak  spot.     Early  the

next  niornini^-  the  car  would  cross  over  the  broken  ])it  of  trench 
and  proceed  on  its  round  of  destruction. 

\\'ith  the  advantai^e  of  this  knowledge  he  strolled  along- 
to  meet  his  chum,  turninj^-  over  and  pondering-  on  many  differ- 
ent plans.  Then  his  face  lii^htened,  and  he  cjuickened  his  step. 
His  chum,  heini;-  an  Engineer,  could  always  procure  such 
horrible  material  as  gun-cotton,  detonating-  caps,  etc.,  and  he, 
vouno-  as  he  w^as,  was  sure  of  the  Colonel's  aid  in  this  matter. 

Late  that  night  tw^o  men  were  mysteriously  employed  on 
a  lonely,  muddy  road,  and  with  them  were  spades  and  picks, 
and  also  a  heavy,  dangerous  looking  box.  Long  into  the  night 
they  laboured,  carefully  removing  the  cobble  stones  and  carry- 
ing the  cHrt  into  the  woods.  Then  they  lowered  the  box,  with 
very  evident  care,  into  the  bottom  of  the  pit.  After  attaching 
wires  and  leading  them  into  the  woods,  they  covered  the  pit 
wdth  sticks  and  carefully  replaced  the  cobble  stones.  Then, 
muddy  and  tired,  they  crept  back  to  bed. 

The  next  day  the  British  trenches  were  all  bustle  and 
hurry ;  men  moved  incessantly,  sand  bags  were  heaped  up 
and  machine  guns  placed,  but  least  of  all  opposite  the  deserted 
road.  All  afternoon  a  German  aeroplane  flew  above  the  lines, 
and  Philip  smiled  with  satisfaction  as  he  imagined  the 
observer  taking  notes  on  the  weak  spot  and  the  deserted  road. 
Very  early  next  morning  a  searchlight  sprang  from  the  Ger- 
man lines,  and  the  rumbling  shriek  of  shells  was  heard,  but 
it  was  not  on  the  unprotected  section.  Philip  sat  and  listened 
moodily  to  the  firing  and  watched  the  spurts  of  flame  from 
the  bursting  shells.  Then,  without  the  slightest  warning,  a 
huge  shell  plumped  into  the  trench  not  fifty  yards  away. 
Despite  the  danger,  Philip  could  not  resist  the  temptation  to 
run  forward  and  examine  the  damage.  Hearing  the  warning 
roar  of  another  shell,  he  had  to  drop  flat  in  the  mud,  soaking 
himself  from  head  to  foot  and  spoiling  his  comfort  for  the 
rest  of  the  night.  A  few  seconds  later  a  rocket  soared 
upw^ards,  bursting  over  the  scene  of  the  explosions  and  show- 
ing in  its  weird  blue  light  a  crumpled  parapet  and  torn  entan- 
glements. Once  more  he  had  some  leisure  to  listen  to  the 
noise  on  his  right.  Shells  were  falling  every  minute,  and  the 
blaze  of  rockets  and  searchlights  lit  up  the  desolate  scene  in 
a  wonderful  manner ;  the  mud  that  by  day  was  dingy  and 
uninteresting  turned  every  second  from  red  to  pale  blue, 
according  to  the  shells   and  lights  that  flared  around. 

Philip  saw  his  friend  coming,  and  together  they  went  to 
their  post  in  the  woods,  settling  down  to  wait  the  first  grey 
streak  of  dawm  and  the  coming  of  the  monster. 

Away  on  the  right  the  firing  w^as  incessant,  and  evidently 
a  big  attack  was  on.     From  behind  them  came  the  crashing 
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return  fire  of  the  British,  the  chill,  ponderous  boom  of  the 
heavv  guns,  and  the  sharp  clap  of  the  field  i^uns  melted  into 
one  deafenini;-  roar.  It  was  well  known  that  hundreds  of  guns 
were  massed  behind  the  hills,  but  their  positions  were  only 
known  to  a  few.  They  were  divided  into  two  l^atteries,  each 
commandino-  a  fine  view  of  the  German  lines.  But  for  them 
the  tremendous  German  attack  would  certainly  have  beaten 
down  the  stul^born  defence. 

The  hours  dragged  slowly  by,  and  at  last  Philip  could 
stand  it  no  longer,  but  crawled  away  to  a  position  where  he 
could  keep  a  lookout  over  the  lines.  A  few  minutes  later  he 
heard  the  well-known  noise,  the  crackle  of  machine  guns,  the 
blast  of  exhausts  and  the  flickering  return  fire.  But  somehow 
the  noise  seemed  louder  than  usual,  and  a  minute  later  not 
one,  but  four,  machines  careered  round  the  corner.  The  four 
huge,  bulky  shapes,  yet  somehow  symbolic  of  speed,  came 
tearing  across  the  usual  bridge.  As  they  crossed  Philip 
noticed  the  low-built  "chassis,"  unmistakably  French  in 
design,  the  great  length  of  the  bonnets  and  the  power- 
ful cylinders ;  truly  the  Germans  had  chosen  their 
machines  well.  The  artillery  was  half  expecting  the 
attack,  and  soon  huge  columns  of  mud  were  spray- 
ing around  them.  One  car,  the  last  of  the  line,  crashed 
into  a  shell  crater,  took  fire,  and  soon  the  thousands 
of  rounds  of  ammunition  were  popping  away  merrily. 
Philip  sprinted  back  to  his  post,  and  a  few  seconds  later  the 
head  light  of  the  first  car  flickered  over  the  broken  parapet, 
then  it  plunged  into  the  half-filled  trench  and  dragged  itself 
painfully  out.  The  other  two  followed,  and  all  were  soon 
racing  down  the  muddy  road,  not  twenty  yards  apart.  Sud- 
denly the  first  machine  staggered,  the  front  wheels  sank  in 
the  mud  and  it  rolled  over,  half  forwards,  half  sideways ; 
skidding  through  the  mud  and  tearing  up  the  cobble  stones. 
The  second  car  swerved,  caught  in  the  other  and  likewise 
collapsed,  half  in  the  ]:)it.  The  road  was  blocked  now,  and  the 
third  car  came  straight  on,  evidently  hoping  to  burst  through 
the  others.  It  struck  v/ith  a  crash  like  thunder,  the  bonnet 
crumpled  and  the  car  lay  a  tangled  heap.  Philip  pressed 
home  the  switch,  a  terrific  detonation  rent  the  air,  a  jagged 
fiame  shot  skywards,  wheels,  armoured  ])lates  and  ammuni- 
tion hurtled  up  in  the  grey  dawn  ;  then  all  was  cpiiet.  Philip 
and  his  friend  stood  still,  awed  by  the  awful  silence  after 
the  last  few  minutes  of  action. 

Away  on  the  right  the  shells  ceased  to  fall,  and  a  hoarse 
cheer  rose  from  the  battered  P>ritish  trenches.  Running  for- 
ward, they  saw  the  men  s])ring  from  the  trenches,  over  the 
parapet,  charging  and  cheering,  their  bayonets  glittering  cold 
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and  hard  in  the  half  lii^-hl.  Thcv  saw  them  raee  forward, 
some  falling",  others  reaching  the  German  trench.  A  moment 
of  deadily  silence  ensned,  nothing  bnt  the  ring  of  bayonets 
and  the  crack  of  pistols  could  be  heard;  another  ragged  cheer 
arose,  the  day  was  won. 

They  turned  again  to  the  huge  rent  in  the  road,  the 
twisted  machine  guns  and  battered  steel  plates.  Caught  in 
a  bush  a  few  yards  away  was  a  bundle  of  oiled  cloth.  Inside 
were  complete  nia])s  of  the  countryside;  marked  in  red  were 
the  positions  of  the  P)ritish  guns  and  the  roads  leading  to 
them.  There  were  several  neat  sheets  of  writing  which  they 
took  to  the  regimental  interpreter.  These  proved  that  the 
four  cars  were  on  their  way  to  attack  the  artillery  positions 
in  the  rear,  two  cars  to  each  position.  With  four  guns  apiece 
the  cars  would  quickly  have  overcome  the  unsuspecting  gun- 
ners ;  the  support  from  the  guns  would  have  failed  at  the 
critical  moment,  and  the  result  would  almost  certainly  have 
been  disastrous. 

Next  evening,  two  young  of^cers,  looking  very  pleased 
with  themselves  and  the  world  in  general,  entered  the  best 
hotel  in  London  ;  there  they  enjoyed  the  best  meal,  and  after- 
wards attended  the  best  "Revue."  Also  there  are  rumours 
of  two  D.S.O.'s.
